School Reorganization 


We continue @ reproduction of the 
Byrne school report, covering this 
week the Cremona, Sundre and Tor- 
rington districts. 

CREMONA (5 Rooms) 


The districts of Cremona, Elm- 
wood, Byron and Garfield are co- 
operating at Cremona in a five- 
room centralization. 

Total enrolment at the time the 
report was made was 106. 

Expansion could take place by 
bringing in the students of Mount 
Hope, Dog Pound and Big Prairie — 
a total of 77 children. Two extra 
classrooms would be required to 


handle cither the total or partial 
(senior grades) centralization of 
those districts. Every attempt 


should be made by the board to ex- 
tend the Cremona centralization in 
order to build up the high school 
enrolment. Because of the remote- 
ness of this centre it is important 
to establish and maintain a high 
school here. There is little likli- 
hood that it will grow beyond a 
two-room high school — neverthe- 
less the service rendered by such a 
plant is considerable

The Sundre centre serves the dis. 
tricts of Sundre East, Pine Croft, 
McDougall Flats

The enrolment at the 
the report was 256. 

Further centralization is quite 
feasible in the Lobley, Rockwood, 
McDougall Flats, Red Deer Valley 
and possibly Eagle Valley districts. 
This would involve an enrolment of 
close to 100 students giving the 
Sundre centralization a total school 
population of over 350 students. 
According to our formula one-fifth 
of this enrolment may eventually 
be expected to be in the high 
school grades assuring the neces- 


time of 


sary 60-pupil high school. The 
Sundre_ centralization is a_ very 
promising school organization, 
Accommodation 


The Sundre schoo} is, on the basis 
of present enrolment, in need of 
two extra classrooms, Four class- 
rooms would permit further cen- 
tralization. The board should plan 
to provide four classrooms at this 
centre as soon as possible. 


TORRINGTON HIGH 
SCHOOL CENTRE 

Sub-division 1 presents an inter- 
esting problem for high school cen- 
tralization. The area includes a 
three-room school at Wimborne and 
at Torrington, and a 2-room school 
at Salem, none of which teach 
above Grade X, and nine single- 
room districts, viz.: Buckeye Crown, 
Stuart, Sunny Ridge, Curlew, Col. 
lingwood, May City, Mayton and 
Burnside, The total school popu- 
lation of the area is 365, a very 
adequate enrolment from which to 
develop a high school of from 60 
to 80 pupils. That this area may 
be centralized at Torrington is per- 
fectly obvious, particularly at the 
senior level (grades VII to XID. 
The present Smouse Creek van 
route, for instance, could be ex- 
tended to pick up the senior pupils 
of May City and Mayton, Another 
route might serve the Collingwood, 
Frontier and Prairie Valley area; 
another the Salem, Crown and 
Stuart districts, and a fourth the 
Buckeye, Sunny Ridge and Curlew 
districts, 

It is difficult to determine at this 
time, the exact building needs of 
such a project. This would depend 
on whether the board decided to 
centralize from VII up or X up, The 
writer considers it desirable to con- 
vey all students above grade VII, 
at least from the rural districts, 
Eventually a four to six room plant 
would be needed, Four rooms plus} 
home economics and shop accom- 
modation might be sufficient for a | 
beginning. 

The writer considers the Torring 
ton project most feasible and de: | 
sirable in providing high school | 
service to the northeast corner of 
the division.
